ences, and neceſſary Langnages , they may hive a Key of knowledge put 1nto their 
hand for tounlocke and open thr treaſury of wiſdome,in all parts and quarters of the 
world. 

Sceordly , Ile are obliced by the picty of the werke to advance the ſervice, recom 
mended to our care and jours, lee are mforived that ſuch Indians, whoſe bearts God 
hath touched are willing to place their children in tho families of the godly Fn liſh, 
that they may be trained up i 1 he knowledys of Chriſt, and pra#iſe of Chriſtianity 
ac to ſend ſuch as are capable and hopefu!l _ not onely to Grammar Schooles. 
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Fare Brethren ana Fellow-Lavourers in the WW orke of Wh; 
ee are epe=s for the Promoting ad propageting the On-- 


of Barbarons Indians, who fit in the ſbalow and region of
